The nomination, as predicted, 
was made on the first ballot. Rob- 
inson received 1032 1-6 votes out of 
the 1100 in the convention. 

The choice of the Arkansas Sen- 
ator for Smith’s running, mate had 
been a virtual certainty for severa! 
days. That he was high in the 
favor of the Smith managers was 
generally known. His prohibition 
views, which he took occasion io 
restate in his speech on assuming 


the permanent chairmanship, made | 


him acceptable to the dry wing of 
the party. 
Delegations Change Votes. 

It was apparent right after the 
balloting started that the eonven- 
tion would go for Robinson in a 
landslide. The vote of Montana 
put him over the two-thirds ma- 
jority and his total at the end of 
the call was 9141-3. Then began 
a rush of delegations to change 
their votes to the winner. 

In view of the choice about «° 
be made, the office of chairman 
for the day was taken by Senator 
Pat Harrison. 

Robinson was nominated fn a bricf 
speech by his senatorial colleagu>. 
Sam T. Bratton of New Mexico, who | 
called attention to his long public 
career and extolled him as a niin 
of international mind who had sat 
fin the counciis ef Woodrow Wil- 
son. 

Bratton’s ianelitiae of his man 
started a parade. Pennsylvania 
was first to get into line. Most 
of the other states, including Mi-«- 
souri, were represented among the 
marchers. Delegates from lowa 
carried two towering stalks of that 
product for which it is famous. 

It was noticed that the New York 
standard was missing. This was be- 
cause the canny New Yorkers, in 
order to avoid any chance of being 
embarrassed during the demon- 
strations of the afternoon, had re- 
moved the standards {from the 
floor. 

The nomination of Robinson was 
seconded by Senator David 1. Walkh 
of Massachusetts, a Catholic, and 
by other speakers.

We pledge the party to foster 
and develop co-operative mar- 
keting associations through ap- 
propriate Government aid. 

We recognize that experience 
has demonstrated that members 
ef such associations alone can- 
not successfully assume the full 
responsibility for a program 
that benefits all producers alike. 
We pledge the party to an earn- 
est endeavor to solve this prob- 
lem of the distribution of the 
cost of dealing with crop sur- 
pluses over the marketed units 
of the crop whose producers are 
benefited by such assistance. 
The solution of this problem 
would avoid Government sub- 
sidy to which the Democratic 
party has always been opposed. 
The solution of this problem

We direct attention to the fact 
that it was a Democratic Con- 
gress in the administration of a

Foreign Policy 


The Republican administration 
has no foreign policy: it has 
drifted without plan. This great 
nation cannot afford to play a 
minor role in world policies.

(f) International agreements 

for reduction of all armaments, 
and the end of competitive war 
preparations, and, in the mean- 
time, the maintenance of an 
army and navy adequate for na- 
tional defense. 
_ (g) Pull. free and open co-op- 
eration with all other nations 
for the promotion of peace and 
justice threughout the world. 

(h) Im our forefgn relations, 
this country should stand as a 
unit, and, to be successful, for- 
eign policies must have the ap- 
proval and the support of the 
American people. 

(i) Abolition of the practice of 
the President of entering into and 
carrying out agreements with a 
foreign Government, either de- 
facto or dejure. for the protec- 
tien ef such Government against 
revolution or foreign attack. or 
for the supervision of its inter- 
mal affairs, when such agree- 
ments have not been advised and 
consented to by the Senate at 
provided in the Constitution of 


_the United States, and we con- 
demn 


the administration fer 
carrying out such an. unratified 
agreement that requires us te use 
our armed forces in Nicaragua. 
(j) Recognition that the Mon- 
ree Doctrine is a cardinal prin- 


ciple of this Government promul- 
gated for the protection of our- 
selves and our Latin American 
neighbors. We shall seek their 
friendly co-operation in the 
maintenance of this doctrine. 

(k) We condemn the Repub- 
lican administration for lack of 
statesmanship and efficiency in 
negotiating the 1921 treaty for 
the limitation of armaments, 
which limited only the construc- 
tion of battleships and ships of 
,over 10,000 toms. Merely a ges- 
ture towards peace, it accom- 
Plished no limitation of arma- 
ment, cause it simply resulted 
in destruction of our battleships 
and the purchase of battleships 
of other .nations, it placed no 
limitation upon construction of 
aircraft, submarines, cruisers, 
warships under 10,090 tons, pois- 
onous gases, or other weapons 
of destruction. No agreement was 
ratified with regard to subma- 
rines and poisonous gases. The 
attempt of tie President to rem- 
edy the failure of 1921 by the 
Geneva oonference of 1928 was 
characterized by the same lack 
of statesmanship and efficiency 
and resulted in entire failure. 

In consequence the race be- 
tween nations in the building of . 
unlimited weapons of destruc- 
tion still goes on and the peo- 
plies of the wor’”’ are still threat- 
ened with war and burdened 
with taxation for additional ar- 
mament. 


Water Power, Waterways 
and Flood Control. 


The Federal Government and 
State Governments, respectively, 
now have absolute and exclusive 
sovereignty and control over 
enormous water powers, which 
constitute one of the greatest 
assets of the nation. This sov- 
ereign title and control must be 
preserved respectively in the 
State and Federal Governments, 
to the end that the people may 
be proteeted against exploitation 
of this great resource and that 
water powers may be expeditious- 
ly developed under such reguia- 
tions as will insure to the people 
reasonable rates and equitable 
distribution. 


We favor and will promote 
deep waterways from the Great 
Lakes to the Gulf and the the | 
Atlantic Ocean. 

The favor the fostering and 
building up of water transporta- 
tien through improvement of in- 
land waterways and removal of 
discrimination against water 
transportation. Flood control 
and the lowering of flood levels 
are essential te the safety of life 
and property, and the produc- 
tivity of our lands, the naviga- 
bility of our streams, the re- 
claiming of our wet and overflow- 
@4 lands. We favor expeditious 
construction of flood relief works 
on the Mississippi and Colorado 
Rivers and such reclamation arid 
irrigation projects upon the Colo- 
rado River as may be found 
feasibie. 

We favor appropriation for 
prompt co-ordinated surveys by 
the United States to determine 
the possibilities of general navi- 
gation improvements and water 
pewer development on naviga- 
ble streams and their tributaries 
and to secure reliable informa-™ 
tien as to the most economical 
navigation improvement, in com- 
bination with the most efficient 
and complete development of 
water power. 

We favor the strict enforce- 
ment of the Federal water power 
act, a Democratic act, and insist 
that the public tnterest in water- 
power sites, ignored by two Re- 
publican administrations, be pro- 
tected. _ 

Conservation and Reciamation. 

We shall conserve the natural 
resources of our country for the 
benefit of the people and to pro- 
tect them against waste and 
monopolization. Our disappear- 
ing resources of timber call for 
a national policy of reforestation. 
The Federal Government should 
improve and develop its public 
lands so that they may go into 
private ownership and become 
subjected to taxation for the sup- 
port of the states wherein they 
exist. The Democratic adminis- 
tration will actively. effiicently 
and economically carry on =re- 
clamation projects and make 
equitable adjustments with the 
homestead entrymen for the mis- 
takes the government has made. 
and extend all practical aia te 
refinance reclamation and drain- 


age projects. 
_ Effictent and economical 
transportation is essential te the

prosperity of every industry. Cost 
transportation controls 


ciency. Recognizing the prime 
importance of air transportation 
we shall encourage its develop- 
ment by every vossible means. 
improved roads are of vital im- 
portance not only to commerce 
and industry, but also to agri- 
culture and rural life. The Fed- 
eral Government should con- 
struct and maintain at its own 
expense roads upon its public 
lands. We reaffirm our approval 
of the Federal roads law, enact- 
ed by a Democratic administra- 
tion. Common carriers, wheth- 
er by land, water or rail, must 


be protected in -1 equal oppor- 


tunity to compete so that Gov- 
ernmental regulations against 
exorbitant rates and inefficiency 
will be aided by competition. 


Labor. 


(a) We favor the principle of 
collective bargaining and the 
Democratic principle that organ- 
ized labor should choose its own 
representafives without coercion 
or interference. 

(b) Laber is not 2 commodity. 
Human rights must be safeguard- 
ed. Labor should be exempt from 
the operation of anti-trust laws. 

(ec) We recegnize that legisila- 
tive and other investigations have 
shown the existence of grave 
abuses in the issuance of injunc- 
tions in labor disputes. No in- 
junctions should be granfed in 
labor disputes except upon proof 
ef threatened irreparable injury 
and after notice and hearing, 


. and the injunction should be con- 


fined to thase acts which do di- 
rectly threaten irreparable in- 
jury. The expressed purpose of 
representatives of capital, labor 
and the bar to devise a pian for 
the elimination of the present 
evils with respect toe injunctions 
must be supported and legislation 
designed to accomplish these 
ends formulated and passed. 

(ad) We favor legislation pro- 
viding that products of convict 
labor shipped from one State to 
another shall be subject to laws 
of the latter State as though they 
had been produced therein. 


Unemployment. 


Unemployment is present. 
widespread and increasing. Un- 
employment is almost as de- 
structive to the happiness, com- 
fort and well being of fur-an 
beings as war. We expend vast 
sums of money to protect our 
people against the evils of sar, 
but no Government program is 
snticipated to prevent the awful 
suffering and economic losses ct 
unemployment It threatens the 
well-being of millions of our 
people and endangers the pros- 
perity of the nation. We favor 
the adoption by the Govern- 
ment, after a study of this sup- 
ject, of a scientific plan where- 
by, during periods of unemploy- 
ment, appropriations shall be 
made available for the construc- 
tion of necessary public works 
and the lessening. as far as con 
sistent with public interests, of 
Government construction work 
when labor is generally and satis- 
factorily employed in private en- 
terprise. 

Study should also be made of 
modern methods of industry and 
a constructive solution found to 
abserb and utilize the surplus 
human labor released by the in- 
creasing use of machimery. 

We favor legisiation making 
fair and liberal compensation to 
Government employes who are 
injured in accident or by occupa- 
tional disease and to the de- 
pendents of such workers as may 
die as a result thereof. | 

Federal employes should re- 
ceive a living wage based upon 
American standards of decent 
living. Present wages are in 
many instances far below that 
standard. We favor a fair and 
liberal retirement law for Gov- 
ernment employes in the classi- 
fied service. 


Veterans. ; 


Through Democratic votes, and 
in spite of two Republican Pres- 
idents’ opposition, the Congress 
has maintained America’s tradi- 
tional policy to generously care 
for the veterans of the World 
War. In extending them free 
hespitalization, a statutory award 
for tuberculosis, a. program of 
prograssive hospital construction, 
and provisions for compensation 
for the disabled, the widows and 
orphans, America has surpassed 
the record of any nation in the 
history of the world.

Single and half votes, on one side 
or the other. were cast with a 
flourish, as if the nomination hung 
upon each. Leaders of the rival 
factions stood on chairs watching 
each other with manifest suspicion 
and exhorting their followers. 

A Mississippian who had been 
in a fight the previous day was 
held in leash by a policeman who 
appeared to have been assigned to 
the sole duty of watching that one 
delegate for the rest of the con- 
yention. He never left the dele- 
gate’s elbow throughout the night 
session. He could not, however, 
control the delegate’s voice, which 
was raised in a raucous shout for 
Al Smith at every announcement 
of a Smith vote. While the poll 
of the scrappy delegation was be- 
ing taken, three policemen stood 
at each end of their section of 
seats. The result showed 9% 
yotes for Smith, 8% for Harrison 
and one for Bilbo. As none had a 
majority each was allowed to have 
his quota. 

Unanimous Motion Out of Order. 

The switching of votes went on. 
Most of the Indiana delegation, as 
expected, changed over from 
Woollen to Smith: Nebraska and 
Kansas followed suit. It was then

Gov. Moody “the Minority.” 


After the jubilation came the 
speeches of Davis and Reed, and 
about 1 o’clock this morning the 
convention was adjourned to meet 
again at 10 o’clock and choose 2 
Vice Presidential candidate. 

To go back to the platform— 
The night session opened with “he 
reading of that bulky document. 
The voices of three men were re- 
quired for the job. On its comple- 
tion, Gov. Dan Moody of Texas, 
champion of the ultra-drys, took 
the stage. Moody had _ indicated 
that he might make a fight on the 
floor for a bone-dry plank, but ois 
belligerency simmered dowm to a 
statement of his position. He did 
not present a minority report. 
Moody said that he was in the un- 
fortunate position of not repre- 
senting a minority, but of being 
the minority himself. The author 
of the law enforcement plank, he 
said, was Senator Glass of Virgini1, 
and the plank had been approved 
by Bishop Cannon of the Metho- 
dist Church and former Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels. (Cannon for 
a long time has been one of the 
outstanding dry leaders of the 
country). 

Moody said that in obedience to 
his own judgment and the instruc- 
tions of his state, he had advocated 
a plank declaring against any at- 
tempt to modify the prohibition 
amendment. He had been over- 
ruled, but as the majority plank 
had the approval of the dry lead- 
ers he had named, he would ac-

support it. 

He pleaded for harmony in order 
that the Democrats might fight to- 
gether for the proper settlement of 
other great issues before the coun- 
try. There were cheers for Ritchie 
at the end and the band played 
“My Maryland.” 

Senator Glass said that the law 
enforcement plank could not be» 
misinterpreted by any intelligent 
person. It was a declaration, he 
said, on which any patriotic citi. 
zen, wet or dry, could stand, and 
on which “the nominee of 
convention must stand if he can 
conscientiously take the oath of 
office as President of the United 
States.” 

Glass added that the plank did 
not “restrain or constrain” any 
person opposing prohibition, but 
that it was “simply a recognition 
that the eighteenth amendment is 
as much a part of the Constitution 
of the United States as any other 
part and the laws thereunder must 
be enforced.” 

On the motion of Glass, discus- 
sion of the Platform Committee's 
report was cnded, and the motion 
to adopt it was put to a vote. There 
was a roar of “ayes.” The “noes” 
were faint. The chairman, amid 
applause, declared the _ report 
adopted. Then the convention 
turned to the business of choosing 
a candidate.

Radio Has Killed Oratory 
and Demonstrations Were 
Lean, if Not Dead, Says 
Kansas Editor.

HOUSTON, Tex., June 29.—The 
deep fundamental difference be- 
tween the two parties is exempli- 
fied by the conduct of their two 
conventions which, although sched- 
uled alike, are at heart, different. 
Hoover was the Smith of the Re- 
publican convention; Smith’s lead 
and nomination makcs him the 
Hoover of this convention. Reed, 
whose friends conducted a splen- 
did demonstration for him, in a 
way, resembled Curtis whose 
friends cheered him into the vice 
presidency. 

In the matter of platform, the 
Republicans sighed over corrup- 
tion, the Democrats yell about it 
at the top of their voices; in the 


matter of prohibition, the Repub- 
licans declared for its enforcement 
in a gentlemanly way, as one who 
would kiss his mother-in-law; the 
eighteenth amendment; the Dem- 
ocrats made snoots at their moth- 
er-in-law, mentioned her dispar- 
agingly, and evaded as far as they 
dared, the promise to enforce the 
Volstead act. On farm relief, the 
Republicans heaved a sigh at the 
sad state of the farmers, and 
promised him exactly what the 
Democrats have promised, except 
that with their promise, the Dem- 
ocrats gave the farmer three lusty 
cheers. On other matters, except- 
ing the tariff, wherein each party

Speeches Uniformly Bad. 

There was, however, this curious 
difference: In Kansas City the gal- 
leries were for Hoover; in Houston 
the delegates were for Smith and 
the galleries deeply indifferent. But 
it was a gallery demonstration and 
anti-Smith demonstration for Reed, 
just as it was a delegate demon- 
stration in Kansas City for Curtis, 
and all speeches at both conven- 
tions were uniformly bad. 

The evil men do in speeches at 
national conventions is now inerad- 
icably tied into the convention sys- 
tem; the radio has taken fire from 
American convention oratory. What 
came off the rostrum «..t Kansas 
City and Houston was a series of 
essays, editorials in a raiher grand 
style, addressed not to che visible 
audience, but to the absentee mil- 
lions of the radio audience. It was 
mechanical and unimportant. 
Bryan, in Chicago, wrested his 
nomination from a tired, «pent and 
bewildered convention, but no man 
with a radio audience can wrest h‘s 
nomination from anything. The 
best speech made in the whole lot 
was Franklin Roosevelt's nominat- 
ing Smith, which, if it had been 
made in the convention of 1912, 
would have been regarded as sad 
stuff. One step more is needed now 
to promote mass production, quick 
turnovers and smali profits in 
American politics, and that is to let 
the nominator make a phonograph 
record, set the phonograph before 
the microphone, as men are given 
leave to print their speeches in 
Congress, and let the convention 
go along with its work while the 
record squeaks and whirls the 
dreary drone of nominating essays. 

The Tragedy of the Convention. 

In one of those long nominating 
yowls, which came grinding out of 
the loud speakers across the hall, 
underneath the roar of conversa- 
tion and the clatter of moving 
delegates, was hidden Thurs- 
day morning, the tragedy of 
the convention. Not a dozen per- 
sons were aware of the deep 
pathos of the moment. It came 
when Eugene O'Sullivan was pre- 
senting the name of former Sena- 
tor Hitchcock of Nebraska as a 
presidential candidate. O’Sulli- 
van was unknown as an orator— 
Hitchcock as a presidential candi- 
date was a favorite son, no more, 
no less. 

Delegates moved about the hall 
—the deep, diaphonic clamor of 
the talking mob, dull and passion- 
less, filled the room. The squeak- 
ingmicrophones smeared its half 
intelligible message over the weary 


audience, What O'Sullivan. was say- | 


w 


ing, no one cared—it was a biog- 
raphy of Senator Hitchcock. 

Then without a handclap, came 
mention of Bryan’s name and with- 
out lessing at all the raucous, low 
murmur of the mob, without the 
lowering of the flag, or the slight- 
est evidence of attention, or appre- 
ciation, and surely with not the 
least attempt by the crowd to pav 
the tribute’ of a sigh, O'Sullivan 
launched into a beautiful tribute to. 
Bryan. As he spoke unheard and 
unheeded by the throng, the waves 
of the lapping tide of bored chatter 
and dreary clamor washed across 
the multitude and go passed the 
Peerless Leader out of his realm, 


passed outward with the flood.” 


Missouri Houn’ Dawg Tune. 
While the Reed demonstrution 
was rattling along, the three bands 
played the Missouri Houn’ Dawg 
tune. 


“Every day when I come to town, 
“They gottta quit kicking my 
dawg around.” 


That tune was reminiscent of 
the Baltimore convention in 1912. 
Here, for four long days, Champ 
Clark held the majority, and the 
houn’ dawg tune was Champ 
Clark’s pean of victory, and at last 
his swan song. It has not been 
heard in a national convention for 
16 years, and it came back as a sort 
of syncopated dirge of another 


hopeless minority candidate. Noth- 


ing, not even “Dixie” could over- 
come “The Sidewalks of New 
York.” The way the bands wera 
instructed by the Smith managers, 
who controlled the convention, to 
keep the “Sidewalks of New York’’ 
out until Smith’s name was before 
the convention, showed that the art 
of stagecraft has entered into our 
national conventions. 


Four years ago in Madison 
Square Garden the Smith people 
hooked up the town light plant to 
the claque, and huge buzzers and 
rattlers were mechanically and au- 
tomatically released there, to put a 
sort of jazz kick into the Smith 
demonstrations, which occurred 
many times; but here the crass 
materialism of stage management 
was better concealed. 


Vocal Demonstrations Lean. 


But at that, it must be admittea 
that the vocal demonstrations in 
Kansas City and in Houston this 
year were lean, if not dead, com- 
pared with the hours of cheering 
which greeted Smith and McAdoo 
in 1924, and the 40 minutes which 
greeted Wood and Lowden in 1920, 
and the burst that greeted Roose.- 
velt and Taft in 1912. These plain- 
tive 20-minute squeaks, with eight- 
minute dying gasps, are a reminder 
of a day that has passed. 


The most important detail rt 
Houston was not obvious, that of 
holding back “The Sidewalks of 
New York,” and letting “Dixie” 
hold sway until the city song came 
in and took precedence over the 
Southern tune. State songs also 
were liberally distributed by the 
bands, “My Maryland,” “The Ar- 
kansas Traveler,” “The Bonnie 
Blue Flag” of Texas, the “Tall 
Corn” song of Iowa, “California, 
Here I Come,” “My Old Kentucky 
Home,” “Suawanee River,” “Carry 
Me Back to Ole Virginia,” and a 
long and lively line of old tunes 
enlivened and cheered, but not in- 
ebriated, an otherwise drab per- 
formance. But if the convention, 
with its millions of radio intruders, 
was mechanical, it was not cut- 
and-dried. Most of the convention 
proceedings at Kansas City and 
Houston were honest expressions 
of free parties. The band wagon 
element has entered visibly, but 
that is human nature. Certainly 
the majority of the  politically- 
minded Republicans and Demo- 
crats in this nation had their way 
in their conventions. Hoover, who 
is a Rooseveltian liberal, and Smith, 
who is a Wilsonian liberal, with 
the luck of the Irish, are popular 
candidates, and if the national con- 
vention has invited in the multi- 
tude through the radio to hear bad 
speeches, the multitude listening 
in does not.hear the creaking and 
grinding of the machine upon the 
bones and blood of party freedom 
as it did in the older, bullier and 
better days.

PLATFORM A COMPROMISE 
ON TWO BIG ISSUES---FARM 
_ RELIEF AND PROHIBITION 


Dry Plank Not So Dry as G. O. P.’s But Agri- 
cultural Declaration Goes Further; Tariff 
Pronouncement Mild.

HOUSTON, Tex., June 29.—The 
Democratic national convention last 
night adopted a platform which 
compromises on both of the two 
principal issues with which it deals 
—prohibition and farm relief. 
The plank dealing with prohibi- 
tion is dry but not as dry as that 
adopted by the Republicans at 
Kansas City two weeks ago. It 
criticizes the failure of the Re- 
publican administration to enforce 
the prohibition laws and pledges 
the Democratic nominee to “an 
honest effort” to enforce them, It 
does not state whether or not the 
party believes in the principle of 
prohibitior. 

All the drys except a few of the 
most extreme pronounced their 
benediction on the plank, while 
friends of Gov. Smith agreed that 
he could run on it without stultify- 
ing himself or repudiating his own 
record. Bluntly described, the 
plank represents the effort of its 
framers to concede as much as 
possible to the drys without placing 
the party nominee in an embarrass- 
ing position. ‘ 

Plank Wordy and Obscure. 

The plank dealing with farm re- 
lief is both wordy and obscure and 
will be differently interpreted by 
different people, but it goes a great 
deal further toward satisfying the 
demands of the farm groups than 

e Republican plank on the same 
subject. It does not mention the 
equalization fee, but it deciares 
that legislation is required to pre- 
vent the price of surplus products 
from determining the price of the 
whole crop. 

Farm leaders who came _ to 
Houston after being rebuffed at 
Kansas City, said last night that 
they were satisfied -with the Dem- 
ocratic plank. Consequently the 
Democrats now appear to be in a 
position to appeal for the votes 
of the disaffected Repubiican 
farmers of the Middle West. 

More Definite Declarations. 

On other important issues the 
Democratic platform takes a more 
definite stand. 

It denounces the Coolidge pol- 
icy of intervention in the domes- 
tic affairs of other nations, which 
has led to the armed occupation 
of Nicaragua. 

It favors immediate independ- 
ence for the Philippines. 

It declares that there has been 
grave abuse of the use of injunc- 
tions in labor disputes and prom- 
ises legislation to restrict such 
abuses. 

It declares for abolition of the 
“lame duck” session of Congress. 

It denounces the Republican 
administration for failing to en- 
force the anti-trust laws, 
ing that such failure has resulted 
in a menacing growth of monop- 
oly and the strangling of free com- 
petition, and pledges the party 
nominees to strict enforcement of 
all laws 
trade practices. 

It declares that the tax laws en- 
acted by the Republican adminis- 
tration have been expressly de- 
signed to benefit the very wealthy. 
and pledges the party to a reduc- 
tion of the taxes of those who are 
least able to bear them. 

The platform does not mention 
the recent revelations concerning 
the practices of public utility cor- 
porations. Its nearest approach is 
in the plank dealing with water 
power.

MOSCOW, June 29.—By ac- 
knowledging their errors and aban- 
doning the tenets of Leon Trotzky, 
38 Communists who were banished 
when Trotzky lost his place, have 
been readmitted to the puriy The 
list includes Gregory Zinovieff, for 
mer head of the Communist Inter- 
nationals and Leon Kameneff, for- 
mer Ambassador to Italy, 

Readmission of these men to the 
party was decreed in a finding by 
the party presidium which was 


published here today. It is taken 
as a preliminary to the probable 
return of the entire 38 from exile. 


Trotzky, Zinovieff, Kameneff and | 


a considerablé number of other 
prominent oppositionists, first were 
expelled from the Communist party 
and then sent Into exile early in 
January. The men were scattered 
to remote places in European and 
Asiatic Russia. 


They got into disfavor when they 
opposed the policies of Joseph Sta- 
lin, successor to Nikolai Lenin as 
the real power of the soviet union. 
Trotzky fell so suddenly from his 
high place in the Government that 
when he was expelled from his 
apartment in the Kremlin he had 
to seek shelter overnight in a con. 
mon lodging house. His followers 
had similar experiences, 


The Presidium of the Communist 
party which now has decided to 
readmit this group of former lead- 
ers to membership, is an inner cir- 
cle of the party organization, con- 
stituting a sort of group chairman- 
ship to the executive committee of 
the party. Its recommendations 
generally are accepted by the com- 


‘mittee and by the party.

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TENNESSEE TORNADO 
WRECKS 67 BUILDINGS 


No Lives Lost at Alexandria— 
Storm Causes Record Rise 
in River at Nashville.

By the Associated Press, 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 29.— 


| Many parts of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee suffered damage last night || 


and today by high wind and heavy 
rain. A tornado at Alexandria, 
Tenn., last night destroyed or 
wrecked 23 homes and 44 barns. 
The town is isolated today by 
floods and blocked roads, 

At Lexington, Ky., it was esti- 
mated that $500,000 damgae was 
done in crippled wires, flooded 
roads and basements. Leximgton’s 
streets were several feet wrder 
~vater this morning and its two 
principal -hotels, the Poenih and 
the Lafayette, suffered damage es- 
timated at $20,000. A flooded 
basement at the University of Ken- 
tucky caused $50,000 damage. 

The only loss of life reported was 
in Nashville where John Ss. Lewis, 
a Deputy Sheriff, was killed when 
he stepped into a puddle of water 
on his front porch into which a 
high tension wire had been blown. 


The home of Horace Rucker at In- | 


glewood, a suburb, was destroyed 
by fire caused by broken wires, but 
the family escaped. 

Louisville, Ky.. suffered some 
storm damage in the southern part 
of the city due to heavy rains. Re- 
ports fro Frankfort, Versailles, 
Murray and other Kentucky towns 
told of crippled wires and flooded 
roads. At Lexington 5% inehes of 
rain fell in the 24 hours ended at 
7 a. m. today. This is thought to 
be the heaviest in Kentucky. 

At Lebanon, Tenn., approximate- 
ly $25,000 damage was caused by 
high winds and the home of Sam 
Davis, a Confederate hero, was 
partly destroyed.

Three bank employes of two St. 
Louls banks were indicted by the 
Federal grand jury today on 
charges of violating the Federal 
banking laws in the misappropria- 
tion of funds during the last two 
years. | 

They are James Byron Bethune, 
former bond salesman, and Arthur 
J. Walter, former bookkeeper of 
the S&cruggs-Vandervoort-Barney 
Bank, and Leslie Holman, former 
teller at the Tower Grove Bank. 


Bethune is charged in three 
counts of misappropriating the 
funds of a Federal Reserve Bank. 
On Sept. 1, 1927, it is charged, he 
sold a bond to Mrs. Flora B. 
Washburn for $505, and -appro- 
priated the funds; on Sept. 6, 1927 
he sold a bond to Mrs. Hattgie 
Gavrin for $505, appropriating a 
$205.80 down payment, and on Oct. 
29, 1927, he sold a bond to Mrs. 
E, J. Mauntel for $480, appropria- 
ting the funds. 


Arthur J. Walter, bookkeeper at 

the Scruggs bank, is charged with 
forging the signature of Mrs. Mary 
E. Atkinson on a-check for $1400, 
on July 24, 1926, while in charge 
of ledgers containing a record of 
her account, and with falsifying 
her balance by changing it from 
$11,285.42 to $12,685.42 to cover 
the amount of the check. 
Leslie Holman is charged with 
appropriating two deposits of the 
J. W. Seller Ice Cream Co. at the 
Tower Grove Bank. On Aug. 17, 
1926, it is charged, he appropriated 
$207.50 and on Aug. 19, 1925, 
$92.75, destroying deposit slips in 
both instances.

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, June 29. 

LFRED EMANUEL SMITH 
A was born Dec, 30, 1873, on the 

lower East Side of this city, at 
174 South’ street, almost under 
Brooklyn Bridge. His parents also 
were born within a few blocks of 
that spot, but his maternal grand- 
mother came over from Ireland on 
a sailing vessel. 

His father, also named Alfred 
Emanuel Smith, was a truck driver, 
a volunteer fireman, and a teller 
of tales, with a gift for sociability 
rather than for making money. He 
died when Alfred Jr. was 13 years 
old. Catherine Mulvihill Smith, 
his mother, lived to see her son 
Governor and still as truly devoted 
to her as any mother could wish. 
She died a few years ago. 

The boy Alfred grew up in pov- 
erty, in a neighborhood where vice | 
and corruption were blatant 50) 
years ago. But there were also 
simpilcity and friendliness in this 
neighborhood, and a community 
life which like that in many a smal] 
town revolved around the church. 
The region was chiefly Irish, and 
St. James’ Roman Catholic Church 
was its spiritual center. Alfred was 
an altar boy there for seven years, 
and he also pumped the organ for 
the organist at choir practice. 
Starts as Newsboy With 20 Cents. 

His first business venture was to 
sell’ newspapers and was begun 
with a capital of 20 cents. He 
brought the profits home to. his 
parents. His first serious avoca- 
tion was as a manager of amateur 
theatricals among the neighbor- 
hood children in the attic of his 
home. 

In the parochial school which he 
attended he was a steady but not 
a remarkable scholar. His greatest 
distinction was winning a silver 
medal for elocution in a contest 
among parochial schoolboys of the 
city. 

The death of his father threw 
the family into straitened circum- 
stances, and Mrs. Smith, though ill, 
went back to her trade of umbrel- 
la maker to keep her son in school. 
At 15 he, too, went to work. His 
first job was as a “truck chaser,” 
or business-getter for a truckman.

people that Foley had,” the Gov- 


ernor commented later, when Foley 
was dead at 74, and mourned by 
10,000 people. ; 
Learns Loyalty and Team Work. 
AS a young man in Organization 
politics, Smith did what he was 
told by Foley. But what he was 
told consisted not only of getting 
out the vote but of helping the 
people in the district in sicknesg 
and poverty, getting them into 
jobs and out of difficulty. He 
learned loyalty and team work in 
that district club, and though he 
was acquiring his own ideas on 


government, he did not talk about 
trem yet. 

In the early 1900's, newspapers 
recorded the fact that friends of 
Alfred Emanuel Smith were “quiet- 
ly nursing his boom for the nomin. 
ation for the Assembly.” The 
} Governor himself is quoted as say- 
ing that Foley “spoke to a man by 
the name of Henry Campbell, a 
big property owner and grocery. 
man on Vesey street. He called 
him into the back room of the cafe 
on Centre street and said: “You'd 
better dig up Al and ready him up. 
It looks as if this convention wants 
to nominate him.’ ” 

Elected to the Legislature. 

He was elected in 1903. A thin- 
necked, sandy-haired young legis- 
lator whose bak held nothing but a 
toothbrush and a change of under- 
wear, he arrived in Albany for the 
first time on a stormy winter night. 
As he made for the street, he was 
suddenly elbowed aside by a po- 
liceman, and he craned his neck 
to see an important-looking, fur- 
coated personage getting into a 
handsome sleigh. 

“That’s Gov. Odell,” said some- 
one. “Al” shivered and then 
laughed. “That's the job for me,” 
he remarked. 


During his first term in Albany 
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the new Assemblyman was lonely 
and a little lost. A family man 
of simple taste, and firm morale, 
he found little in common among 
the minor politicians, with their 
interest in poker-playing, prize- 
fighting and the vice quarter of the 
town. At the end of his first term 
he did not care whether or not ne 
went back, but both Foley and Mc- 
Clellan, then Mayor of this city, 
thought he ought to give ‘it a long- 
er trial. 

His first diglike of Albany. how- 
ever, did not keep him from be- 
ginning that task he has completed 
with such distinction—the task of 
thoroughly familiarizing himself 
with legislative rules and proced- 
ure, with State legislation and 
finance. 

In 1905, during his second term, 
he was put on the Committee on 
Insurance, and this stimulated th 
first active interest in his wofk. He 
threw himself into the task and 
made a thorough study of the bills 
resulting from the famous investi- 
gation of insurance evils conducted 
by Charles E. Hughes. 

Inquiry Into City Government. 

Two years later he was given a 
place on the committee to revise 


which enabled him to make the 


the charter of -New York City, / 


same sort of thorough Inquiry into 
city government and its relation to 
that of the State. The Governor 
himself places the beginning of 
real development, however, In his 
assignment to the Ways and Means 
Committee in 1911. On this com- 
mittee, which appropriates moncy 
chiefly for rural activities agg on 
which legislators from the cities 
usually find a bore, Assembtyman 
Smith familiarized himself with ev- 
ery detail of the public business iu 
every locality of the State. 

His first notable achievement 
was his work on the State Factory 
Investigation Commission, of which 
he was vice chairman, This com- 
mission was the result of the ter- 
xible Triangle factory fire, in which 
145 girl shirt waist workers were 
burned to death. When the com- 
mission had done its work, the New 
York State Federation of Labor 
asserted that no session of the Leg- 
islature had ever passed so many 
remedial measures for wage earn- 
ers. 

Speaker and Leader In House. 

In 1911, Smith was majority 
leader of the House; in 1912, poli- 
tical factors changing, he was mi- 
nority leader. He was Speaker in 
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He was later on office boy and 
then an assistant shipping clerk. 

When 19 he went to work in the 
Fulton Fish Market as salesman 
and assistant bookkeeper. Gov. 
Smith says, jocosely, of these hum- 
ble beginnings, that the only edu- 
cational] degree he is entitled to is 
F. F. M.—Fulton Fish Market. He | 
worked 12 hours a day there, be- 
ginning at 4 a. m., for $12 a week 
‘and all the fish he wanted. 
| Early Theatrical Training. 
| Meanwhile, he was finding an 
| outlet for other energies in belong- 
ing to both a political and a social 
club in his neighborhood. The lat- 
ter was a parish club and is men- 
tioned in a newspaper of that date 
as the “St. James’ Lyceum Com- 
pany.” Jt went in for amateur the- 
atricals, Young Alfred Smith 
played everything from comedy 
parts to straight leads and was 
“very amusing” in at least one 
play, “The Mighty Dollar,” accord- 
ing to ancient newspaper notices. 

Persons who have since seen him 
|fn public appearances have com- 
‘mented that the Governor's early 
| theatrical training has . increased 
his effectiveness as a public speak- 
er.

The job paid $75 a month, and 
Alfred was still earning this when 
“he married. His sweetheart was his 
one and only love. Catherine Dunn, 
a dark-haired, rather reserved girl 
who lived at 3681 Third avenue, 
in the Bronx. In a day before 
there were automobiles, subways, or 
direct trolley routes, he traveled 
up to see her by bicycle, often mar- 
velously attired in cutaway coat, 
striped trousers and choker collar. 

Oliver Street His Home. 

They were married May 6, 1900, 
at St. Augustine’s Church, in the 
Bronx. Afterward they set up 
housekeeping in one of those sim- 
ple, admirably constructed old 
houses on Oliver street—No. 25, To 
this day he considers Oliver street 
his home, and the friends of his 
young days are as dear to him as 
ever. But.not until they came back 
to it in 1921, after “Al's” first term 
as Governor did they occupy the 
whole of the house at No. 25. Be- 
fore that, they lived in half of it. 

The five children of the Governor 
and his wife were all born on Oliver 
street. In the order of their birth, 
they are: Alfred Emanuel Jr., 
Emily Josephine, now Mrs. John 
Adams Warner: Catherine Alice.

1913 and minority leader again in 
1914 and 1915. At times he worked 
from 18 to 20 hours a days. Many 
other legislators fitted their public 
duties into their usual occupations, 
but Smith spent all his time on 
State business-—and was conse- 
quently poor. 

His rugged physique enabled him 
to stand the hard work, and his 
buoyant disposition and native wit 
made him at the same time an 
immensely popular and entertain- 
ing person. While he was perform- 
ing important public service and 
doing an immense amount of work, 
he was aiso building up—and with- 
out effort—a large personal follow- 
ing of people who simply could not 
help liking him, Political opponents 
were included. 

While his achievements and his 
political ‘repute were increasing 
Smith was criticized by organiza- 
tions such as the Citizens’ Union as 
a “machine” politician. Later com- 
mentators, however, believe that 
his “regularity” added to his 
power, and also that he was an 
important factor in educating for- 
mer Tammany leader Charlies F. 
Murphy and creating the idea of 
the new Tammany. 


Inaugurated as Govenor. 

On January 1, 1919, Alfred E. 
Smith took the oath of office as 
Governor for the first time. He 
had been elected in 1918 by a 
plurality of 53,902. Two years later, 
running for re-election, he ran 
more than 1,000,000 votes ahead of 
his national ticket. 


Nathan Y. Miller defeated him in 
1920, but in 1922, after two years 
in private life, Smith ran aginst 


him again and was elceted by a 
majority of 385,932. In 1924, he 
ran against Col. Theodore Roose- 
velt and carried the state by a 
plurality of 869,262. In 1926, he 
defeated Congressman Odgen IL. 
Mills by 247,478 votes. 

Throughout his term as Gover- 
nor, except in 1923 and 1924, he 
has had to cope with Republican 
Legislatures. Despite this, he pur- 
sued the program with which he 
started out, and when it was neces- 
sary he went directly to the peo- 
ple with his appeals. He had—and 
has—a never—failing gift of pre- 
senting the complex problems of 
government in. simple terms that 
anyone could understand and of 
making these ordinarily drab mat- 
ters interesting and even exciting. 


Simple Amiability Unchanged. 


The highest office in the state | 


did not change the Smith family 
at heart, did not make it high hat 
or spoil the simple amiability which 
it brought up with it from Oliver 
street. Albany was amazed when 
the Smith children appeared in 
public leading all sorts of strange 
animals. There was a sensation 
when the tennis courts on the 
Executive Mansion grounds were 
given over to the children’s ponies, 
and two or three sensations when 
the Governor drove a pony cart 
through the downtown streets of 
Albany. He took his family to the 
circus just like any other citizen, 
and it was all his wife and mother 
could do to stop him from bring- 
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ing home @ six-weeks’ old lion cub. 

Except for formal occasions, he 
sticks to the brown derby, @ form 
of headgear which he first adopted 
when a young man working in 
the Sheriff's office, before he had 
been gotten ‘readied up” for the 
Assembly. In his private office in 
the State Captiol are pink silk 
lamp shades, volumes entitled 
“Kirst Aid to Animals,” and “Dr. 
Little's Dog Book” and a large 
framed picture of his wife and his 
hard-working mother in her sim- 
ple cotton housedress. 

Despite servants and a butler, 
the Executive household is a 
friendly and informal one. The 
Smith zoo, which now includes 
rabbits, racoons, deer, and many 
dogs, is one of the marvels of Al- 
bany. 

Another marvel is the way Al- 
bany society—the proud descen- 
dants of old Dutch patroons— 


after long {!gnoring the uptsarts 
from Oliver Street, has not only 
accepted but grown genuinely 
fond of the simple and unaffected 
Mrs, Smith. 
The Govérnor frankly says that 
“I’m not much of @ golf player, On 
links where crack players do 18 
holes in 74, it takes me 120.

. baton his absortion - in the 
large issues of government, no de- 
tail is too small for his attention. 
When there is to be an electrocu- 
tion at Sing Sing, he makes no 
engagement for that evening but 
remains near his telephone, ready 
for some last minute development 
which might justify his interfer- 
ence. 
Holds Himself Easily Accessible. 
He has held himself easily acces- 
sible to those who wish to see him 
on State business, and men often 
go up to Albany without having an 
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appointment. Though the Gover-j 
nor may be occupied, if:their busi- 
ness ig legitimate they are admit- 
ted. 

His family life is considered 
ideal. He is devoted to his wife 
and children, and there is never a 
ceremonial occasion on which the 


Smith family is not united, even. 


though three of the sons and 
daughters are married. 

Before he had arisen on the hor- 
izon as a presidential candidate, 
Gov. Smith told friends that on 
retiring from the governorship he 
intended to devote his time to writ- 
ing on political and governmental 
questions. 
service have entitled him to a pen- 
sion of about $6000, which would 
aid him in this plan. It !s said 
that he still intends ultimately to 
turn to writing on public questions, 
even if nominated and elected to 
the presidency.

LOUVAIN, Belgium, June 29.— 


A message fromt Herbert Hoover 
apparently has prevented an in- 
scription with the Latin equivalent 
of “Destroyed by Teutonic Fury” 
from appearing’ on the Louvain Li- 
brary. The balustrade of the 
library was being completed today 
without the inscription over which 
controversy has raged for almost 
a year. 

Whitney Warren, American 
architect, had argued that‘ the in- 
scription should remain as provid- 
ed in the library plans, and Mscr. 
Ladeuze, rector of the university, 
urged that it be eliminated. An 
attempt to raise the balustrade 
without the inscription on Wednves- 
day resulted in a demonstratioa, 
during which students and civilians 
knocked down several of the pil- 
lars. , ; 

When it seemed that the library 
would be dedicated on July 4 with- 
out the balustrade and with the 
controversy unsettled, a cable mes- 
sage came from Hoover. As chair- 
man of the Commission for Relief 
in Belgium, Hoover granted ithe 
university full jurisdiction as to the 
inscription to be placed on the me- 
morial. : 

Hoover's message follows: 

“The University of Louvain owns 
its new library and has undeniable 


jurisdiction in connection with m- 


scriptions and memorials. The ed- 
ucational foundation cf the Com- 
mittee for the Relief of Belgium, 
by formal resolution at its Decem- 
ber meeting, unanimously approved 
your final jurisdiction. 

“The whole purpose of this ,reat 
effort has been to make a gift 
which would be acceptable to the 
university and a lasting monument 
of American friendship. Represent- 
ing the donors of a large share of 
the furids employed in building the 
library, I suggest you obtain im- 
mediate settlement of the present 
controversy on lines eliminating 
war bitterness, reflecting the true 
spirit of the great educational in- 
stitution and being in accord with 
mature public opinion.” 

A copy of Hoover’s message was 
given to Warren. He left svon 
afterwards for Ifaly and was not 
expected to return for the inaugu- 
ral ceremonies. ;

“It is true that St. Louis is ideal-| 


ly situated to become the country’s 
flying .center,” he said.

most anywhere. Unless St. Louis 
provides adequate terminal facili- 
ties it will go elsewhere. 

“Aviation has definitely become 
a substantial activity in our indus 
trial life, so that no city can hope 
to maintain its economic standing 
without providing an adequate air- 
port. St. Louis is now a great rail- 
road center. It must also become 
a center of the newer and faster 
meayps of transportation if it is to 
keep its position. 

“St. Louis has another obligation 
to advance aviation that is above 
the material viewpoint on the mat- 
ter. Here is the home of Lindbergh. 
To us the world looks for leader- 
ship in the air. If the airport bond 
issue is defeated we will have 
failed grievously in a task that the 
world has set for us.” 

Maj. Lambert told his audience 
that Lambert-St. Louis Field, as 
expanded under the bond issue, 
would be 693 acres. It is now 244 
acres. The ground, on which Maj- 
Lambert has obtained on options, 
is to cost $485,000; buildings, $438,- 
000; rolling stock, including serv- 
ice trucks and automobiles, $20.- 
000; roads, $90,000; water installa- 
tion, $50,000; night lighting sys- 
tem, $10,000; runways, drainage 
and grading, $835,000. — 

The items -total $1,928,000, but 
the figures are-subject to some re- 
vision when further studies are 
made. 

“The bond issue, if passed by 
of the very finest airports in the 
world,” Maj. Lambert said. “It will 
meet the need for an adequate 
terminal which the.air lines them- 
selves could not supply for many 
years. It will .prove as effective 
in fostering the air lines as the 
Government subsidies have proved 
the 
great European air lines.”’

It was stated that May 16, when

ground. He immediately took the 
rudder and saved the airship from 
disaster. 

Nobile’s explanation of the dis- 
aster on May 25 has been that the 
airship was suddenly weighted 
down and it was impossible to 
avert the crash on the Polar ice 
cap. 

In the controversy between 
Roald Amundsen and Nobile after 
the flight across the Pole cf the 
dirigible Norge two years ago, it 
was stated the expedition was 
twice close to disaster because of 
being too near the ice. Capt. 
Hjalmar Riiser-Larsen was credit- 
ed with having averted a catas- 
trophe by taking the rudder into 
his hands, 

A strong north wind and a 
blanket of fog today blocked ef- 
forts to rescue five survivors of fe 
crew of the Italia and a Swedish 
flyer drifting on an ice floe near 
Foyne Island. The strong wind 
has brought the floe nearer land 
and today the castaways were 
about 10 miles north of Cape Leigh 
Smith. 

Searching, expenditions for nine 
missing ,members of the Italia’s 
crew were also held up. There 
was fear that these men would 
never be found alive and there was 
considerable speculation as to 
events which preceded and fol- 
lowed the crash of the Italia, May 
°5. Withholding of the news of 
the death of Vincenzo Pomella for 
a month by Gen. Nobile and refusal 
of those in command of the base 
ship Citta di Milano to allow news- 
paper men to question the airig- 
ible’s commander have given rise 
to many rumors.

AT SEVILLE EXPOSITION 


Ceramic Decoration a Feature of 
Buildings Erected for Next 
Year’s Display. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON.—One of the no- 
table features of the Ibero-Amer- 
ican international exposition to be 
held in Seville, Spain, next yea 
will be that of ceramic decoration. 
In the Plaza de America, a perma- 
nent exposition building, now com- 
pleted, there will be the Circle of 
Cervantes with the immortal story 
of Don Quixote pictured in tiles on 
broad benches surrounding the 
circle. 

Several of the fouvhtains in the 
Maria Luisa Park are entirely of 
tile, notably the Fountain of the 
Lions. The Fountain of the Torea- 
dors shows a series of tiles after 
the manner of Goya, Zuloago and 
Sorolla. The Fountain of the Frogs 
reverts again to the Mozarabic 
school. The Fountain of the Star 
is Roman. The vivid blues of Mec- 
ca show in the Kiosk of the La- 
goon. Probably the finest ceramic 
murals in the exposition will be 
displayed on the royal pavilion por- 
traying incidents in the history of 
the Spanish Kings. One of the 
most striking of these is a mural 
depicting the Crusaders done in the 
manner of Boutet de Monvil 

The Casa de Espana will be the 
main exposition palace. It is semi- 
circular in shape, the central court 
measuring 600 feet across. It will 
be divided into 49 sections, one for 
each of the 42 provinces of Spain. 

The United States wilf officially 
participate in the exposition, Con- 
gress having authorized an expen- 
diture of $700,000 for this purpose.

VIENNA, June 29.—Leo Ditrich* 
stein, eminent actor and play- 
wright, died in a sanitorium at 
Auersperg last night from heart 
disease. He was 63 years old. 


Ditrichstein, who was jgprn in 
Hungary in 1865, tade his first 
appearance on the stage in Ber- 
lin, but came to the United States 
in 1890 and from that time de- 
voted his life to thé American 
stage. He became a naturalized 
citizen in 1897. 

His first appearance in an En- 
glish-speaking part was in 1893 in 
“Mr. Wilkinson’s Widows.” Two 
years later he made his first hit 
as Zou-Zou in “Trilby.” Then 
followed a long series of appear- 
ances, including the part of George 
Tesman in “Hedda Gabler” in 
1898; as George Fisher in “Are 
You a Mason?’’ in 1901; as Sascha 
Taticheff in “The Phantom Rival,” 
and as Felix Tarbell in “The Ego- 
tist.””

In planning meals for any time, 


one of the important things to
